In his’ comments on the recently 
published book “‘Ottawa Editor” by 
Charles A. Bowman, your correspondent 
Bruce Hutchison acknowledges the core 
of truth in the Social Credit betief that 
“what is physically possible should be 
financially possible.” : 

However, he then maintains that 
Canada has been stfained to the bursting 
point because the corollary has been 
ignored: that what is physically im-, 
possible is financially impossible. In so 
doing he gravely overstates the physical 
impossibility of providing a good life for 
all Canadians. from this country's 
abundant resources. There is no physi- 
cal barrier here, simply a gross failure of 
the politico-economie system to adjust, to 
the technological and cybernetic revolu- 
tion which is sweeping the Western 
world. \ 2 
The United States is the showplace of 
this revolution and right now — despite 
some $30 billions a year largely wasted 
in Viet Nam and on space travel — has 
the productivé capacity to provide all its 
citizens with a standard of living far 
superior to that now prevailing. That it 
does mot do so, that there is a 
“submerged quarter’ of the population 
living in poverty, is not due to lack of 
productive capacity in any area of the 
country’s economy, but rather is caused 
by a flaw in the distribution of wealth.

- Those Pesky Garden Slugs 
Are a European Import 


By DR. CLIFFORD CARL 


Director, Provincial Museum 


Dear Dr. Carl: Some days 
ago I discovered 47 slugs in 
my garden after a rain. 
Where did so many come 
from? What are their breed- 
ing habits? — Mrs. G.V.C. 

Several kinds of slugs are 
commonly found in gardens; 
ali are European in origin and 
all are pests. They are now so 
widely spread and securely 
entrenched 
that it would 
be impossible 
to extermin- 


is the Great slug which may 
be six inches in length. It is 
usually streaked longitudinally 
or spotted with black on a 
light ground color. Its breath- 
ing pore is in the rear half of 
the body shield. 

All slugs have more or less 
the same habits. They tend to 
be nocturnal, hiding by day 
under any cover where there 
is some moisture and foraging 
mostly at night. Water is their 
prime requisite. During 
periods of drought they re- 


Slugs are hermaphroditic. 
Each individual is equipped 
with both male and female 
reproductive organs. Any two 
mature individuals may mate 
and lay eggs. Courtship is 
quite a ritualistic affair in 
some species. Partners may 
circle around each other or 
follow each other in intricate 
patterns for a period of time. 

Altogether nearly 800 eggs 
may be laid by the Brown 
slug in a season. The young 
hatch ‘as miniatures of their

Nearly a dozen sightings 
of cougars in populated 
areas have been reported to 
local and provincial author- 
ities in recent weeks. 

No cougars have been 
tracked down or even 
sighted by hunters put-on 
their trail. ie 

But people like Mrs. K. C. 
Cronk, 4316 Blenkinsop, 
who says she has never 
cried “cougar” in her life,. 
beliéves there’ has been 
more than one of the big 
cats in her 34-acre back 
yard since the Movnt 
Douglas fire. 

And to the Mount Douglas 
area man who lost a lamb last 
week, and to the family whose 
eight guinea pigs were slaught- 
ered almost inexplicably a few 
days later, the presence of cou- 
gars close to the city is more 
than a possibility. 

Just five years ago a large 
male was killed in the entrance 
to the Government Street liquor 
store, 


Shot Dead 


Another was shot dead on the 
steps of the public library 
April morning a few years 
fore that. 

And cougars on this Island are 
thought to be increasing in 
number. 

To Wildlife Service regional 


protection officer Bob Sinclair, . 


‘cougars more often than not 
turn out to be German Shep- 
herds, airplane noises, or almost 
anything but the real thing. 

Mr. Sinclair who has lately 
been on wild cougar chases from 
Sooke to the Queen Alexandra 
Solarium says “99 per cent of 
reports turn out 'to be false’. 

“We always go out to see, 
just the same,” he said. 

Mr, Sinclair points out that 
cougars are about as likely to 
attack a man as lamb is a lion,
